NEW YORK, Jan, 12—(AP)—The | 
United States Army Air Forces 
were ready to turn against Germany 
a perfected, steam-launched version 
of its own buzz bomb had not 
enemy resistance collapsed.

He added that it was “nice to see” 
that so far no one had tried to claim 
cfedit for winning the war. Grin- 
ning broadly, he asserted: “We all 
won it. Everybody did his part.” 

Gen, Eisenhower said the Ger- 
mans now were conquered, their 
cities razed and the people them- 
selves brought to the brink of 
starvation, but, he added, “I don't 
think even this one savage defeat 
has destroyed their will for war, 
when you consider their history.” 

In reply to questions about the 
occupation of enemy lands, Gen. 
Eisenhower said the United States 
had started a recruiting campaign 
for the occupation force. It was felt 
volunteers would be “reasonably 
contented” with occupation service 
and they could be used to replace 
battle veterans who would then re- 
turn home, 

AS GEN. EISENHOWER left the 
press conference and drove to the 
city hall for a civic welcome, a 
great crowd of cheering Torento 
citizens acclaimed him.

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More Traffic Control 


Mayor Ainlay has announced that traf- 
fic lights will be installed on Jasper avenue 
at 160 and 102 streets, Chief Constable 
Jennings has recommended that such lights 
be also installed at 101 street and 104 ave- 
nue and on Jasper at 103, 104 and 109 
streets. The chief further states that traf- 
fic officers will soon be assigned to some of 
the more congested corners until the lights 
are ready. 

| Now whether traffic lights are more 
efficacious than policemen on point duty 
§s something for the experts to decide. But 
the encouraging note in this whole situa- 
tion is the fact that the city and the police 
department have definitely acquired a 
sharper conscience so far as traffic control 
fis concerned. 

{ Inother words, this encomium is direct- 
ed, not necessarily towards what is being 
done, but towards the authorities for at 
last deciding to do anything at all. 

| For, frankly, the traffic situation in 
Edmonton has been in a pretty tragic mess 
for the past several years. The proportion 
of street accidents, for instance, has been 
far higher than the congestion of popula- 
tion and the number of vehicles in use 
could possibly render reasonable. 

| Asa matter of cold fact, traffic control 
has been negligible and the machinery for 
traffic control has been almost non-exist- 
ent. 

These new announcements, then, may 
be hailed by both pedestrians and motor- 
ists as the beginning of a new traffic era 
in Edmonton. No one cares very much 
how control is effected so long as it works 
efficiently and well.

Mass Production Called for 


The National Employment Service is to 
launch a campaign aimed to induce 24,000 
more men to go into the woods and produce 
logs for the making of lumber. 

This points to one of the bottle-necks 
which are strangling construction across 
the Dominion. Scarcity of lumber is not the 
only shortage that is operating in this way. 
There is scarcity also of brick, of plumbers’ 
supplies, of electric fixtures, Unless it be 
cement, sand and gravel, there is not a 
construction material available in anything 
like the amounts needed, in any part of 
Canada, 

Nobody is to blame particularly, and 
looking around for “goats”, official or non- 
offic‘al, does nothing to better the situa- 
tion. Intensive pre-occupation with the 
business of winning the war left us this 
legacy of shortages. The return of huns 
dreds of thousands of men from the fight- 
ing forces is sho what. this legacy 
means, in terms of unobtainable houses and 
delayed construction projects. 

Quite clearly, mass production of these 
materials is the only solution for the diffi- 
culty. Unless there is this production, on a 
ecale never before attempted, there will 
be just no hope of carrying through the 
house-building program and the other 
construction works planned the country 
over for next summer. 

The situation being what it is, the cost 
of producing the materials is less import- 
ant than getting them produced. If the 
only way to spur activity is to pay sub- 
sidies for production,. then the subsidies 
should be forthcoming from the national 
treasury. All the money in the world and 
all the builders in the world can’t put u 
a@ house unless the materials are avail- 
able. That is how urgent the material prob- 
lem is in Canada. 


Edmonton’s Taxi Service 


The application of a certain Edmonton 
taxi company for five more cab licenses 
has been refused by the bylaws committee 
of the city council. 

Two reasons were given for this refusal. 

The first was that the council did not 
intend any company or group of companies 
to get a monopoly of the business. 

e second was that the number of 
cabs to be operated in this city has been 
limited by the council to 115, of which 101 
are already in operation while licenses for 
14 more have been sanctioned. 

The first reason, that of monopoly, is 
doubtless sound and valid. The taxicab 
business here needs competition and keen 
competition to raise it above the almost 
incredible condition it is in now. 

But the second reason is sheer non- 
sense. It is almost unbelievable that the 
city council or its committees would limit 
taxicabs in Edmonton to 115 cars when 

tential customers almost have to per- 

‘orm a miracle to get a cab at all. 

To get a taxi in Edmonton requires a 
good hour's telephoning, unlimited cajol- 
ery and almost enchanted good luck. If the 
taxi company does not happen to like the 
run, the customer gets no cab. 

’ This city could give full and profitable 
use to at least 250 cabs, provided they gave 
a@ reasonable and courteous service. In- 
deed, the more cabs there are, the more 
li fg the service to approximate that 
of Canadian cities in some of which 
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tential customers are not treated like 
epars or poor relations, 

f council wants to regulate Edmon- 
ton’s taxi service sensibly and adequately, 
let the authorities begin by permitting as 
many cabs to operate as will ey 
competition and decent service. them 
end by enacting a regulation under which 
any a, which refuses a reasonable 
run will its license. 


A Farm Bloc? 


U.F.A. delegates at Calgary passed a 
resolution calling for the formation of a 
farm bloc in the House of Commons, sim- 
ilar in purpose to the bloc in the House of 
Representatives at hide pam pees 

That the creation of such a group would 
be a healthy development, regarded from 
the general viewpoint, can hardly be 
argued. It would set the course and provide 
a precedent for the formation other 
blocs. The logical outcome would be a 
House divided and sub-divided on occupa- 
tional lines, not on lines of policy aimed to 
promote the general welfare and hold sec- 
tional interests in check. A Commons made 
up of blocs representing manufacturers, 
veterans, financiers, labor, professional 
men, and other groups will hardly strike 
anyone as Ccsirable. 

It is to be said, however, that the 
farmers have in the past shown no dispo- 
sition to bring about such an alignment. 
Where and when they have sent distinct 
groups of farmer representatives to Ot- 
tawa—or to one of the provincial legisla- 
tures—that was done in self-defence, not 
as a matter of implementing a theory or 
of gaining a class advantage. It was a pro- 
test reaction a what the farmers’ 
felt to be the neglect of their interests, or 
the sacrifice of these interests for the 
benefit of other classes. 

It can be assumed almost as a certain- 
ty that what comes of the apd ay mr 
will depend upon whether or not the farm- 
ers feel that they are being fairly treated 
in the shaping of public policy. If they 
have no rightful cause of complaint, the 
record suggests that the farm bloc idea 
will not be pushed. 


In electing Dr. Spaak president of the 
United Nations Assembly the delegates no 
doubt thought not only of the man but of 
the country he represents. Twice in a gen- 
eration little Belgium was devastated from 
end to end in wars it did not make and 
could not prevent. With that background 
of personal memories and national dis- 
asters, Dr. Spaak can surely be counted on 
to keep the Assembly on the alert for 
signs of another conflict in the making.

Workers’ Incomes Should Be Elastic and— 


Based on Productivity 


Which Is the Only Factor in Ability to Pay. Way to Introduce This Is for Workers to 
Share Profits and Losses With Investors With a Minimuth Guarantee 


Lest anyone should draw wrong 
conclusions from what has been said 
in this column on the General 
Motors-UAW controversy, let me 
say that I believe Labor's basic pre- 
mise in the present controversy is, 
if I properly understand it, correct. 

The fact that a single member of 
an industry can, perhaps, pay a 30 
per cent or a 
per cent increase § 
in wages is no ar- 
gument to my 
mind, however, 
that it should. 

Wages, in gen- 
eral, should rise 
in accordance 
with average 
overall gains in 

roductivity. 
Many technical Dorothy 
factors contribute Thompson 
to the special efficiency of some in- 
dustries and some members of an 
industry, other than the efficiency 
of wage-labor, and if wages in the 
most efficient Industries absorb all 
gains, the wage structure of the 
whole economy will be distorted. 
It is, therefore, better for industry 
to maintain a wage level in con- 
formity to general productivity and 
for especialiy efficient industries 
to pass on exceptional productivity 
in the form of bonuses to their 
workers, This has been our criticism 
of UAW in its controversy with GM. 

* * &* 


HOWEVER, LABOR’S THESIS 
that the economy should attempt to 
keep prices level and profits 
stable, while passing on increased 
productivity in higher wages rather 
than in inflated profits or lower 
prices, is sound, 

It is easier to add gains in pro- 
ductivity to wages than to guar- 
antee that they will be reflected in 
lower prices, since prices are less 
determined by cost than by market 
demand, and consumers cannot be 
organized. 

Monopolistic practices, even such 
as are of the nature of industrial 
agreements, militate against price 
drops. 

This is of advantage to most 
workers, except to farmers, for 
whom cHeaper industrial prices are 
important. But these are probably 
less important than stable prices 
plus the steady market afforded by 
high-wage-regularly -employed 
worker-consumers. 

It is a step forward when Labor 
shows a disposition to take into cal- 
culation the welfare of the whole 
economy, and to bargain on the 
basis of what industry can afford 
without passing increased costs on 
in the form of increased prices, But 
if it sets the standard by the most 
efficient it will tend toward 
monopoly, 


** & 


THERE CAN BE an automatic 
test of the rate of increase or de- 
crease of productivity which would 
permit wage rates to be otherwise 
determined than by the periodic 
civil wars of strikes, The concept 
that the strike is an essential demo- 
cratic “right’—or that it is an 
essential democratic right of man- 
agement to make arbitrary deci- 
sions—is as silly as to argue that 
meagles or ‘flu are democratic 
rights. Given an integrated philos- 
ophy regarding wages, prices, pro- 
fits, and their relation to produt- 
tivity, collective bargaining should 
reduce itself to registering the 
facts, together with a public um- 
pire. The problem and its answer 
would become mathematical,

BUT WAGES BASED, as they 
should be, on productivity, should 
not be fixed too high in advance 
speculation regarding productivity, 
nor for an industry by the produc- 
tivity rate of its highest member, 
nor by temporary factors, such as 
abnorma) demand, which could bet- 
ter be compensated for by profit 
sharing.

The habit of management to vote 
themselves bonuses in prosperous 
years, is irritating to workers and 
stockholders.

Magna Charta Copy 
Returned Overseas 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 12—(AP)— 
One of four copies of the 730-year- 
old Magna Charta, held for safe- 
keeping during the war by the 
United States library of Congress, 
was returned to Great Britain yes- 
terday. 

The so-called “birth certificate 
of democracy” was signed by King 
John of England in 1215 as a re- 
linquishment of most of his powers. 

Brought to the United States in 
1939 for the New York world’s fair 
and kept here when the war started, 
the Lincoln Cathedral copy of the 
manuscript was handed back to 
British Minister John Balfour, Fri- 
day by Dr. Luther H. Evans, lib- 
rarian of Congress. 

ACCEPTING THE document, Mr. 
Balfour commented that the great 
charter was the forefather of both 
the American and British Bill of 
Rights, the British Habeas Corpus 
Act and the American Declaration 
of Independence. 

The charter, set between two 
pieces of armor plate glass, will 
return to Britain in a wooden, zinc- 
lined box.

OTTAWA, Jan. 12.—(CP)—De-

work, latest unemployment insur- 
ance fund figures indicate, 

The most recent figures indicate 
the average worker registered as 
an insurance contributor has a 
stake of roughly $105 in the fund, 
compared with about $83 at the 
start of the year. - 

At Nov. 30, 1944, the fund had 
reached a total of $316,732,540, an 
increase of $66,662,298 during the 11 
months of the year to the credit of 
something less than 3,000,000 par- 
ticipants. Benefit clatms paid for 
the 11 months were $11,111,708. 

MOST OF THE 85,000 persons 
who turned to the fund for benefit 
payments were from the industrial 
centres. Unskilled light labor ac- 
counted for 22,300 and unskilled 
heavy labor for 9,600. There were 
8839 clerical workers receiving 
payments. 

Payments into the fund vary from 
12 cents by the employee and 21 
cents by the employer for persons 
earning from $5.40 to $7.49 a week 
to 36 cents for employees and 27 
cents for employers for persons 
earning $26 a week and over. The 
benefits run from $4.06 for a single 
person and $4.80 for a married per- 
son to $12.24 and $14.40.

Romance Of 
Our Hymns 


Great hymns have simple 
origins and one of the most 
stirring revival hymns ever 
penned was born, spon- 
taneously with the tune to 
which it fs sung, when J. H. 
Black, musician, poet, Sun- 
day-school worker, missed a 
beloved pupil from his Sun- 
day class. Kathleen Blanch- 
ard tells how When the Roll 
Is Called Up Yonder was 
bora,

An evangelist worker, J, H. Black, 
of Williamsport, U.S.A., musician 
and poet, is the author of a little 
book of sacred poems. Songs of 
the Soul. He tells the story of how 
he came to write the following 
hymn, which is contained in the 
volume and is often used at revival 
meetings, 

Black relates: “I saw a little girl 
sitting on the doorstep of a dilapit- 
ated house. Her torn shoes and 
dejected appearance told the story 
of a drunken father and mother 
and a miserable home. 

I spoke to the little girl and 
asked her if she would like to come 
to Sunday school. At the question, 
a wistful expression crept into the 
child’s eyes as she softly answered, 
"Yes, I would like to go, but—’ 

“I understood what the little one 
meant, go I got together a surprise 
parcel containing a new dress, 
shoes and hat. Bessie was at Sun- 
day school the next Sunday, and 
for many Sundays after. 

Then one Sunday when the roll 
call was called, no one responded 
to ‘Bessie.’ We called the name 
again, but there was no response. 

“I found out that the little girl 
was very ill. The thought came to 
me in a flash: ‘What if this little 
girl should die? What would her 
answer be when the final summons 
came?’ 

“Almost wnconsciously I found 
myself singing the words, ‘When 
the trumpet of the Lord shall 
sound, and time shall be no more.’ 

“No sooner had I the rest of the 
words that evening than I went to 
the plano and struck off the music 
spontaneously.

WHEN THE BLOOD CLINIC 
area of the basement was returned 
to the church in October, it was 
renovated and specially equipped 
for the care of babies and very 
young children while their parents 
attended the morning service up- 
stairs. Now, members of the congre- 
gation are enabled to worship with- 
out feeling that their children may 
be disturbing someone, and the 
children themselves are absorbed 
and happy—often, indeed, reluctant 
to leave for home. 

In many city churches where this 
practise has been followed for some 
years, the nursery is a unit in itself, 
but at McDougall church it is in- 
corporated into the beginners’ and 
primary departments of the Sunday 
school, which are under general 
supervision of Mrs. H. E. Car- 
michael. 

MRS. CARMICHAEL IS assisted 
by seven teachers: Mrs. R. Maxwell, 
Miss, M. Wournell, Miss Pearl 
Webb, Miss Mildred Smith, Miss 
Louise Simmons, (who is also the 
Sunday school organist), Mrs. Cam- 
eron Johnson and Mrs. Morley Tut- 
tle. Until the recent return of her 
husband from overseas, Mrs. Tuttle 
was supervisor of the nursery, a 
position for which she was admir- 
ably qualified, being a graduate 
nurse and mother of three emall 
children: Ruth, age five; George, 
three; and Susan, two. She gently 
insisted to this reporter, however, 
that it was her love of children 
rather than her professional quali- 
fications that led her to undertake 
the work, saying that she was just 
a teacher like the others. She is 
succeeded in the nursery by Mrs. 
Johnson. 

WE WERE IMPRESSED with the 
spirit of unselfishness and good 
will among the teachers, each mod- 
estly declining to take any credit 
to herself, preferring that tribute 
be paid to her colleagues. Collec- 
tively, they asserted that they are 
serving only as are groups of women 
in churches throughout the city and 
everywhere—but we wonder how 
many people actually know about 
the character-building work that is 
being carried on for their children 
in the churches, 

In the Sunday school department 
o£ McDougall church for example, 
each child is provided with a small 
amount of colored play-wax to mold 
according to his fancy. At intervals, 
childish voices blend to the soft 
tones of a quaint little organ, in 
the singing of their own hymns, 
“The children love to sing,” Mrs. 
Carmichael said. They are also 
given memory verse, which, in the 
case of the very young, may consist 
of one short sentence, such as 
“God is love,” and “Jesus loves 
me.” 

“They remember thelr verses, 
too,” Mrs, Carmichael added with 
affectionate pride, “and tell them 
back to me in succeeding weeks 
when I ask about them.” 

THERE ARE FIVE SETS of tiny 
chairs and tables in natural wood, 
where the children engage in their 
hand work and colorwork projects. 
(We where told that later the chairs 
are to be painted ivory, but the 
tables will be left as they are be- 
cause the natural wood is more 
easily kept clean). Toys include 
cars, airplanes, wagons—and one 
very nice doll. It is hoped that as 
the venture grows, more toys and 
dolls will be added, along with sand- 
trays. Two beautifully-colored pic- 
tures in gilt frames hang low 
enough on the walls that the chil- 
dren can enjoy them: one showing 
a little girl with flowers, and the 
other a little girl with birds. The 
pictures were a gift of Mrs. L. D. 
Parney. 

Sometimes the children color pic- 
tures in the Sunday school papers, 
and other times they complete pro- 
jects begun by their teachers—for 
instance, the teacher makes a bas- 
ket, and the children fill in the 
flowers. Two or three older girls 
are responsible for decoration: at 
present, the blackboard is adorned 
with cut-out pots of daffodils; at 
Christmas time there were Christ- 
mas trees, and at Easter there will 
be appropriate motifs for that sea- 
son. 

OTHER FASCINATING pastimes 
for energetic little people include 
action-songs demonstrated by tiny 
hands in unison. One extremely 
popular feature with the children 
is the use of flannel graphs to 
illustrate the stories that are being 
told to them. 

The “graphs” are pictures with

These 
projects are now underway in many 
Japanese cities.

emphasis. 

Buildings will be restored first 
on a temporary basis, with a nation-

‘Aid to Europe's 
' Stricken People 
Strongly Urged 


A four-point statement setting 
forth a program to facilitate aid 
to the stricken people of Europe 
has been sent to President Truman, 
Secretary of State Byrnes, Secre- 
tary of War Patterson, Secretary 
of the Treasury Vinson, and Con- 
gress by the Commission for World 
Council Service. 

The appeal urges that: 

1, IMMEDIATE APPROVAL be 
given to the requests of UNRRA 
for such amounts as are deemed 
necessary to fulfill its international 
pledges of aid, and provide timely 
relief to those in direct need in 
both Europe and Asia. 

2. Existing bans be lifted on mail 
and parcels and facilities and safe- 
guards be provided whereby gifts 
lof food and clothing may be sent 
to individual sufferers in as much 
of Western, Central and Eastern 
Europe as can be reached. 

3. ALL NECESSARY PERMITS, 
facilities and safeguards be granted 
for bulk shipments of relief goods 
into Central Europe by the com- 
mission and other recognized relief 
agencies. All shipments from the 
commission would be handled by 
local church authorities and allied 
agencies in the several countries. 

4. These matters be given im- 
mediate consideration and prompt 
implementation in view of the ap- 
palling daily death rate already 
noted, and ominously increasing. 

THIS PROGRAM, the commis- 
sion stated, “is the best demonstra- 
tion of the values of the democratic 
ideal as a bulwark against the de- 
spair and anarchy that are induced 
by present misery and & future 
devoid of hope.”

Clergyman Looks at World 
Prayer Not Slot Machine 


Must be Habit to Succeed

Vera Brittain tells us that, during the last war, she tried 
prayer, but found it no use. She is an intelligent woman, 
and ought to know that it is scarcely likely to be very effee- 
tive, after a few } oon lessons in childhood and an occasional 
effort with one finger since, to sit down at the instrument 
and play Chopin successfully. That, however, is what peo- 
ple think can be done with prayer. Like a tap, it can be 
turned on, when needed, and the flow should be immediate 
UNFORTUNATELY THAT is by| 
no means the case, The illustration 


of Chopin should make that clear. 
Prayer is a habit, a discipline, a de- 


light, which has underlain a life, 
before it becomes a power which 
moves forces beyond control. 

Nor are we right in assuming 
that prayer is merely asking for 
things. It is that, of course, but it 
is much more the reaching up to 
oneness with God than the effort to 
make God one with us. Its chief 
purpose is not to make God do our 
will, but to lift us up to where our 
desire is to do His. 

“Not my will, but Thine be done” 
is the background of all prayer, and 
much prayer falls back to earth, not 
only because, like the King in 
“Hamlet”, our minds are not in it, 
but because we are trying to pull 
God down, instead of getting Him 
to pull us up. So many think of 
prayer as they think of an auto- 
matic machine in a British railway 
station. You put in your coin, and, 
if you cannot at once pull out your 
chocolate, you have a legitimate 
complaint, 

OR, S. D0. GORDON points out 
four instances of unanswered pray- 
er, in the Bible, which may very 
well be studied. The first is that of 
Moses begging to be allowed to 
enter the Promised Land, to reach 
which he had sacrified everything 
and endured years of daily drud- 
gery and ingratitude. At first sight, 
it seems a reasonable, just, and 
even imperative petition. At the 
second, it becomes evident that, 
since a new and younger leader- 
ship was required, he would have 
undone his whole life-work. If he 
had succeeded in obtaining his 
desire. The second instance is that 
of Hannah praying for a son, and 
praying in vain, because she was 
not yet fit to produce a Samuel or 
ready, when she had done so, to 
hand him over to the Lord. As soon 
as she was prepered, her son was 
born. 

The third is Paul beseeching that 
he might be delivered from his 
thorn in the flesh. While Paul can- 
net be too much honored, to hener 
this side should be idolatry, and 
there are one or two places where 
he is not at his best—on Mars Hill.

“I've had leters and wires from 
the Maritimes to British Columbia 
in the last few weeks crying that 
teams will be unable to play if they 
can’t get sticks,” one national dis- 
tributor said.

PEACE RIVER—The Main Street 
eorner Jot known here as the Peace 
Hotel corner has changed hands 
fog the first time since the town 
was surveyed and established neerly 
40 years ago—in spite of the many 
attempts made in the interim to 
purchase the property with its con- 
spicuous location. 

'T WAS ON this corner that the 
old Peace hotel won its title “the 
finest hostelry in the north.” It was 
rut up by the late “Allie” Brick 
and the late H. A. George. A three- 
story log and frame building, it 
saw at one time the early settlers 
elevated, as politicians, the boards 
of trade and other organizations 
assembled to pour forth the virtues 
of the Peace River country and to 

+ laud the development of the poten- 
tial wealth underlying the country. 

(Very little of this was ever to 
materialize except by the hard work 
and underlying faith of those who 
stayed and built up the country), 

IT WAS IN the old Peace hotel, 
torn down several years ago for 
safety's sake, that oil deals of mag- 
nitude were carried on in feverish 
pitch back in the early days when 
large sums of money were sunk into 
a variety of holes many miles down 


the river (all of which also came 
to naught except to leave spouting 
water geysers and gaping holes and 
the outpouring of natural gas still 
going to waste.) 

The new owner of the property 
is Bert Forseth of Edmonton, who 
under the name of Forseth Motors 
has established business here. It is 
understoad that he intends to erect, 
as soon as weather permits an up- 
to-date garage, filling station and 
display room for two prominent 
makes of automobiles, 

THE PRICE PAID for the cor- 


|ner hovered abouf*the $6,000 mark; 


the highest-priced piece of local 
real estate to change hands since 
the boom in 1914 when smaller lots 
on Main Street sold as high as 
$11,000 and nothing was available 
for less than $5,000.

DR. G. FRED McNALLY 


Dr. G.F. McNally 
Plans to Retire 
In Two Months 


Forty years in the profession of 
education in Alberta—thirty-six of 
them with the department of educa- 
tion—G. Fred McNally, LL.D., de- 
puty minister since 1935, is retiring 
at the beginning of April, he told 
The Edmonton Bulletin Saturday. 

DR. McNALLY is one of the sev- 
eral senior civil servants whose re- 
tirement age arrived during the 
war, but remained at his post while 
eligible and younger successors 
were with the fighting forces. Dur- 
ing his 40 pedagogical years there 
is no experience, from teaching} 
elementary classes to the deputy 
ministership, which has not come 
his way. For 16 years he was dir- 
ector of the teachers’ summer 
school. From 1918 to 1935 he was 
supervisor of curricula and teacher 
training. 

He is a native of Queensbury, 
York Co, New Brunswick, where 
he was born on June 29, 1878, and 
in the rural schoolhouses of that 
province he received his earliest 
education and was graduated in 
arts from the University of New 
Brunswick in 1900. 

HIS TEACHING CAREER com- 
menced immediately at Stanstead, 
Que. The next year, and until 1906, 
he was classics master at Moncton 
high school. 

In 1906 he came to Alberta as a 
teacher in Strathcona high school, 
and entered the public service in 
1910 as school inspector for Wetas- 
kiwin and Calgary, became princi- 
pal of the Camrose normal school 
in 1914, and supervisor of schools 
in 1918 with which he combined 


mer school at the University of Al- 
berta until 1934, 

FAR FROM HIS DUTIES being 
confined to the deputy minister's 
office, the sum of his numerous 
works of supererogation probably 
amount to more than these. He | 
took part in the preparation of two | 
western school readers, he was a 
member of the senate of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, a president of 
the Canadian Educational Asso- 
ciation, a member of the standing 
committee on high school gradua- 
tion requirements, secretary of the 
interprovincial committee of deputy 
ministers of education for the four 
western provinces; member of the 
executive of the Edmonton branch 
of the Canadian Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs; chairman of the 
high school and university matricu- 
lation examination board; holder of 
several high offices in the Baptist 
church; editor of several literary 
textbooks and contributor to edu- 
cational publications. 

He is a doctor of laws of New 
Brunswick, 1937; a master of arts 
of Alberta, 1911, and did graduate 
studies at Columbia in ‘14, '16, '18 
and ’20. 

DR. McNALLY ADMITS he has 
no “plans.” Rather the reverse, for 
the Edmonton house in which he 
has lived for years has been sold 
with the result that by or near the | 
time he steps out of the deputy 
minister's office it will be to join | 
the swelling ranks of those who | 
share the housing problem. 

“I have had nothing but the finest 
co-operation from everyone with 
whom I have had to work,” Dr. 
McNally said. He added: “I have

Death 
occurred sometime this winter, but 
may have been one, two or even 
three months ago, 

Possibility that death may have 
been due to strangulation was in- 
dicated by a cord found around 
the baby’s neck. Police officials 
also stated that “neglect” may have 
been cause of death, 

Dr. Macgregor reported that the 
body was that of a “fully termed” 
male child. He stated the child had 
had a separate existence and that 
the body was apparently frozen, 
then partially thawed. 

ALL IDENTIFICATION marks 
had been removed from the old 
rags in which the baby was wrap-| 
ped and the box bears no identify- 
ing labels, Detective Inspector Bert 
Petheran stated. 

Chief Jennings has issued an ap- 
peal to anyone who may have any 
information on the case to contact 
the city police. He pointed out that | 
although the baby had been dead 
for some time, the box containing 
the infant had only recently been 
placed at the point where it was 
picked up by the garbage collectors.

known, the ‘Flu’, is notorious for 
leaving the patient in a weak, ener- 
vated state, While the acute attack 
itself may last for 3 days to 3 weeks, 
the recovery is frequently very 
slow and the patient may feel 
miserable for 3 months afterwards, 
or even longer. 

In some ways, influenza may be 
compared to a war, for the struggle 
itself comes to a definite end and 
is then followed by a long drawn- 
out period of recovery. Certainly, 
the tt recovering from the 
‘Flu’ may find that it takes a long 
time to get back on his feet. 

The principal complication result- 
ing from influenza is a chronic 
bronchitis, marked by a persistent 
cough. Usually, the patient com- 
plains of the cough and also com- 
plains of feeling tired or weak. 
Sometimes he mentions that he is 
short of breath. However, it is 
only rarely that he sees the connec- 
tion between the previous influenza 
and the present bronchitis. 

Next after bronchitis, the com- 


mental disorder. Almost all types 
of nervous symptoms may be noted 
and very often the most pronuonced 
symptoms are those related to the 
nervous system; for example, the 
patient may develop a neurosis 
which will affect the functioning 
of various organs. That is, he may 
develop a gastric neurosis leading 
to nervous heart trouble. Or, he may 
ery marked mental depres- 
sion, 

Another outstanding after-effect 
of influenza is the general debility 
so often found. The patient has 
an annoying and persistent weak- 
ness or tired sensation. In many in- 
stances, intestinal irregularities are 
a prominent feature and tHe patient 
develops diarrhea or colitis. 

In some instances, the chief after- 
effect of influenza is confined to 
the gall bladder and this organ 
functions in an abnormal manner, 
which may cause the patient to be- 
lieve that he has a true gall bladder 
disorder, 

Or, the patient may develop the 
symptoms of autointoxication. The 
heart may become irregular and 
pound or race. He fails to eliminate 
properly and feels toxic and slug- 
gish, He may notice that the 
stomach is not doing its work as it 
should. Usually the patient will 
search in vain for the cause of such 
symptoms and will fail to realize 
that they may be properly blamed 
on the attack of influenza, now all 
but forgotten. 

The point I wish to impress upon 
you is that these symptoms may 
prove disturbing when you do not 
understand that they are the after- 
| effects of the ‘Flu.’ It will be very 
|easy for you to consider them as 
| due to the onset of an entirely 
new disorder.

They only 
arouse the child’s determination to 
have a bottle if he has to cry all 
day or night. 

Pat one-half ounce less milk in 
the bottle each day and fill up to 
the top with boiled water. This will 
give the child the same amount 
of fluid but decreasingly less milk 
so that the appetite will be heartier 
for the other foods served. In the 
diet there should be milk-bearing 
foods, such as custard, junket, milk 
gelatines, cottage cheese, milk used 
with eggs, with cereal, in soup, in 
vegetables and on and on. Be in- 
genious and the milk will have a 
dozen uses. 

OR, YOU MAY DIMINISH the 
milk by one-half ounce each day’ 
just letting the amount of the bettle 
get lower and lower until there 
is no more to be had. Meanwhile, 
try spooning some of the milk 
from a cup; offering the child an 
opportunity to drink it from a cup 
or glass, too. A new type of glass 
or cup, small in size, or of different 
shape or color may make the fluid 
in it seem more desirable. |

Berlin People 
Wage Struggle 


By BARBARA WACE 


BERLIN, Jan, 12—(AP)—Nobody d 


in Berlin goes empty handed. Every- 
body carries something as barter, 

Through the shell and bomb- 
blasted Tiergarten, grey-faced men 
and women push every type of 
handcart and perambulator filled 
with fuel for the winter. Along 
city streets, furtively walking close 
to great piles of rubble and bricks 
cleared against the shells of build- 
ings, men and women clasp black 
dispatch cases, often with ruck- 
sacks on their backs. Near shell 
craters filled with stagnant water 
neatly dressed old women hunt for 
blitz weeds to cook for supper. 

Slim frauleins in finery and silk 
stockings have big suitcases with 
them as they call “hello” to allied 
soldiers in the Kurfurstendamm, 
or hold wispered conclaves with 
sturdy, high-booted Russian girl 
soldiers. 

FOR DAZED looking Berlin 
civilians shopping is a complicated 
business. You see them around 
allied messes or parked cars. They 
peer anxiously at the glass show- 
cases down the broad walk of the 
Kurfurstendamm which once held 
luxury goods and now contain 
countless little cards with offers of 
exchange. 

There is little you can buy in 
this ghost-town capital. Bartering 
has become specialized. Watches for 
the Russians, cameras and silk 
stockings for the British and Ameri- 
cans, cigarettes for food on the 
black market. This is the new 
currency, 

THE EXCHANGE notices show 
fabulous bargains, One offers a 
grand piano for a winter coat, 
Another a dining room suite for 
“a little food.” At an exchange 
mart a mother tried to exchange 
a set of her son’s toy trains for a 
little flour, while outside a small 
girl of seven was begging soldiers 
for cigarettes so she could exchange 
them for something to eat. There 
are no shoes for sale. 

Only in one store did I see 
new goods for sale. These were 
enormous boots made of thick hairy 
carpet felt and five inch thick 
wooden soles weighing five pounds, 
offered for “the cold days ahead.” 

ONE SMALL bookshop in the 
Kurfurstendamm had sparsely fill- 
ed shelves with books saved from 
two bombed-out anti-Nazi book- 
shops. The owner said that any- 
thing English was much in request, 
as were all books with nothing to 
do with war, There were few chil- 
dren's books, for all juvenile litera- 
ture, even picture books for tod- 
dlers, were full of Nazi propaganda 
and are forbidden now. 


Food coupons must be given up | 


in restaurants. A typical menu in 
one restaurant contained 
soup with one slice of bread, veget- 
able stew with potatoes and beans, 
a cup of ersatz coffee without milk 
or sugar, a'glass of real tea, or 
orangeade, marked “made with 
boiled water” for those fearful of 
disease,

Sweet peas should flower before 
the weather turns hot, so an early 
start will prolong their flowering 
season. There was a time when 


experts thought they should not be 
transplanted, but this is not true of 
modern varieties which may be 
started indoors in late winter or 
early spring, February being a good 
month.i 

Take care in preparing pots or 
flats, using good soil in a container 
which allows for perfect: drainage. 
Fill to about an inch anda half 
from the top, and add a r of 
reasonably fine, not sifted, builder's 
sand, washing it first to eliminate 
vegetable matter. 

Seed should be pressed down into 
this sand to a depth of half on inch. 
Finally, firm the sand over the seed 
and water thoroughly, allowing it 
to drain for an hour or more. 
Sweet pea seed has a tendency to 
rot, but if it has adequate drainage 
and is set in sand this danger is 
minimized. 

Now set your pot or flat in 4 
warm, dark place, where the tem: 
perature is maintained at 60 to 2 6s 
degres, and cover with a piece of 
glass. The glass should be removed 
daily and wiped; if the sand feels 
moderately dry, however, spray

Even less coal for Caaadian 
households is probable, and the 
early Spring may see a definite 
shortage. The most direct way to 
counteract this shortage is to step 
up the efficiency in firing and 
tending the home furnace. 

Here are a few points to re- 
member: ‘ 

Don’t shake the furnace grates 
any more than necessary. When 
firing, see that a “red spot” is left 
clear of new coal. This will facilit- 
ate the quicker “catching” of the 
new fuel and will help burn up the 
gases given off by the new fuel, 
thus enabling you to close down 
your draughts more quickly before 
fuel, has been wasted. 

If’ you are using anthracite. a 
small fire will suffice. If you are 
using coke or substitutes for an- 
thracite, you may need a bigger 
fire, particularly with coke.
